Tho report of the Utsh Commission pro-
poses that the peoalty of six months' im-
prisoment at present exnetod for convietion
of unlawlul cobubitation shall by made at
least two years for the Mrst offence and
threa years for the second, It is also pro-
posed to hereafter exelude any person from
settliog oo the publle wds who refuses Lo
Lake an oath that hie bs abaying and will con-
tinue Lo obey the nws against polygamy,
Flunlly the Commissionera recommend the
oxciusion of lmmigrants who *“"nssort that
thelr religion toaches and justifies polyga-
my." This Inds provision wonld bo particus
larly sovere on the Mormon Chureh, should
Its ennctinent be  econstitutionnl, sinee 1t
would out off the supply of fresh recruits
fromy forelgn lunds,
